Art Criticism 


William ‘Dobell’s much dis- 
cussed portrait of fellow-artist 
Joshua Smith has been sold to 
an Adelaide collector. for £1,000, 
the highest price ever paid for 
an Australian painting. The 
portrait won the Archibald prize 
in 1943 and immediately started 
the greatest art controversy ever 
known in this country: impelled 
more than 200,000 people to see 
the picture: and ended in the
